W hen It Is Possible. 


Colonel Bean'S pet scheme for a three 
years’ contract for lighting the city of 
Benton Harbor seems to be growing in 
favor backward. Two weeks ago live 
aldermen voted in favor of it and the 
si.xth vote would have been counted 
had Alderman Cole been present. 
At 
the meeting last night there were three 
lone votes to reconsider the proposition 
—S. Brown, Cole and Ward. The 
m atter was brought up by Alderman 
S. Brown and he reopened the cause 
by the same argume nis that had been 
used at the i)revious meeting. 


Mr. Brown, who has been a close 
follower of Vice President Deum, seems 
to have lost all conlidence in his friend’s 
tunnel scheme. 
He sail if there was 
another lighting plant here he would 
be in favor of hearing bids from such 
a pltint but in the language of Colonel 
Bean he again asserted that the rail­ 
way comoany could not furnish electric 
lights. 


‘•We have been fooled with proposi­ 
tions,” he said, ‘’from electric railways 
until every alderman knows a franchise 
or two by heart.” This was a drive at 
the tomfoolery of the tunnel company 
and from that point he went on to com­ 
pare Berrien Springs with Benton Har- 
l)or. 
He marveled at the fact that Mr. 
Bean was olTering 
lightn in Benton 
Harbor at a less proportionate rate 
than Berrien Springs contracted for 10 
lights. 


Alderman \'olheim look the ground 
that it would be foolish at the present 
time to make a three years’ contract. 
He did not believe that it would be jus- 
tiliable if such a contraei were j)asie(1. 
As t-oon as a reconsideration was voted 
on Alderman McDonald olTered a reso­ 
lution asking for a gas light at the cor­ 
ner of Main and BlulV, anil Fotirth and 
Main.

N<|^ only did traditions exiit In the 
minds of the people, but many of tiio 
old Indian familieB still preserved their 
books, the remnants of ouce extensivn 
libraries, in which the history, trncli* 
tions and onstoms of the people were re­ 
corded. All thet?o books that the Span­ 
ish priests could lay their bauds upon 
they burned. 
Four only have conjo 
down to us—priceless relics that in 
■ome nnknown manner found tlu;ir way 
into European libraries, where they lay 
bidden until nnearthed by scholars of 
recent years. The books of the Mayas 
consisted of long strips of pai^er luado 
from maguey fiber, and folded after tlio 
manner of a screen so as to form yages 
about 9 by 5 inches. These were cover­ 
ed with hieroglyphic charactcrs, very 
neatly drawn by hand, in brilliant col­ 
on. Boards were fastened on the outside 
pages, and the completed book looked 
like a neat volume of large octavo size. 
The characters in which they are writ­ 
ten are the same as those found upon 
the stone tablets and monuments in the 
rained cities of Palenquo and Copan. 


This system of writing, which is en­ 
tirely distinct from the picture writing 
of the Aztecs, was the exclusive posses­ 
sion of the Mayas. It was a highly de- 
feloped system, and, as investigations 
have shown, embraced a number of pho- 
netio elements. In this respect, as in 
many others, the Mayas were far in ad­ 
vance of any other American people. A 
venerable but vague and elusive legend 
that has como down to us ascribes the 
invention of these characters to Itzam* 
na, tho Maya Cadmus, n great hero god 
wlio in the beginning of their history 
as a nation led the people from the 
east across tho sea, gave them laws and 
ruled over them for many years.

more olaret than blood in his veins.*'

lay’s expostulation when h e h a d been 
persuaded to dine with th e eccentrio 
millionaire Neeld in his now mansion 
in Grosvenor square. The host, with 
th e vulgarity of a nouveau riche, was ex­ 
patiating on the sumptuous decorations 
of tho apartment and, in the words of 
Jlilton, * Getting dinner cool. ** 
don’t 
care what your gilding cost,*' said Ai- 
vanley bluntly, **but I am most anxious 
to make a trial of your carving, for 1 
a m famished.’*--Cornhill Magazine.

Another amend­ 
m ent by Si)ooner, providing that the 
members of the family accompanying 
an immigrant rejected under the condi­ 
tions of the bill should be returned to 
the country whence they came by the 
steam ship company was also adopted.

The liill was then 
passed Ijy a vote of 45 to 28.

The bill as passed provides that all 
Immigrants physically capable and over 
16 years of age shall be able to read or 
write the English language, or some 
either language; but a person not able 
to read or write, who is over 50 yearns 
of age, and Is the parent or grand­ 
parent of a qualifled immigrant over 21 
years of age and capable of supporting 
iuch a parent or grand-parent, may ac­ 
company the immigrant, or the parent 
or grandparent may be sent for and 
eome to join the family of the child or 
irrandchild over 21 years of age quali­ 
fied under the law; and wife or minor 
^hlld not able to read or write may ac­ 
company or he sent for and come to 
loin the husband or parent 
who Is 
Duallfled. The act does not apply to 
persons coming to t^e United Btatea 
from tlia Island of Cuba during the eon- 
llnuanet of present disorders there who 
liavshsretoforalMtn Inhabitants of th»t 
IflMld.
